A more particular answer is that federal 
political patronage (i.e. partisan patron- 
age) has been much narrowed and 
institutionalized.

- And perhaps, hopefully, may clear the 


return favors, whatever they are, rather 
than the politicians or the coffers of the 
reigning political party. 

Essentially, the dredging scandals (still to 
be settled in court) seem to represent the 
operation of bureaucratic patronage 
whereas the Sky Shops affair seems to 
represent political or partisan patronage at 
work. 


Otto Lang and Donald Macdonald, now 
minister of finance, have both spoken to 
others for the record about these two kinds 
of patronage: political and bureaucratic. 
Both men feel that political patronage or 
partisan advantage is human and natural — 
when it comes to assigning contracts, jobs, 
services, etc., where there isn’t a 
competitive bidding system. As politicians 
they prefer political patronage to the 
bureaucratic, not. least because politicians 
are‘tested publicly by the electorate as to 
whether they have gone too far in 
patronage and are seen as corrupt and 
corrupting. 

It has taken me these long, roundabout 
paragraphs to reach what intrigues me 
about the Sky Shops case and those to 
come from Mirabel.

‘ Of special concern to people like 


ourselves, in Hastings-Peterborough, 
is health services in small communit- 
ies. If we ever want our small 
communities to be attractive alternat- 
ives to big cities; we must offer people 
adequate health service and yet it was 
these small communities like our own, 
which had most of their hospitals 
closed. We in Hastings-Peterborough 
have never had a government 
hospital, so none were closed,

Some of the recommendations made 
to the Ontario government to aid in 
reducing health care costs which have 
been ignored, are as follows. Note that 
the recommendations did not suggest 
that services be cut, only that the 
techniques of the system be changed. 

1. Ontario doctors should in all 
probability reduce the ‘number of 
surgical operations performed. No 


‘jurisdiction in the world, with the 


exception of Sweden, performs so 
much surgery. If Ontario reduced its 
level of surgery for hysterectomy and 
toncillectomy to the same as Mani- 
toba, the second most expensive 
jurisdiction in Canada, we would save 


-nearly $6 million per year. If we 
‘reduced our surgery to the same 


number as England's, with one of the 
world’s highest health standards, we 
would save $16 million per year. These 
figures are for just two types of 
operations.

we could save if our entire approach to

. It appears that whenever 

we have a large number of surgeons 
living in an area we have an increase 
in surgery and whenever there are 
only a few surgeons there is less 
surgery, with no apparent effect on 
the overall health of the community. It 
has been recommended consequently 
that the medical profession must more. 
closely control its approach to surgery. 
2. Ontario pays its doctors on a 
straight fee for service. The more 
patients they see the more moncy they 
make. The more operations ‘they 
perform the more money they make. 
Doctors can refer back to themselves 
patients as many times as they wish. If 
we doubled the number of doctors in 
our community, doctors’ wages would 
not necessarily be reduced, because 


‘they could merely refer back to 


themselves each patient a greater 


‘ number of times and thereby maintain 


their previous wage level. Under the 
existing system, a doctor can set his 
income almost at will. There are 
virtually no controls. — 

I do not suggest that all doctors, or 
that most doctors abuse the system, 


but human nature being what it is, the / 


temptation is there, and the abuse is 
there also (some doctors have 
recorded gross incomes from OHIP 
fees of % million dollars per year). 
This all comes from the tax payers 
pocket and makes the system 
inefficient. In order to correct this 
abuse, straight fee for service must be 
changed. | 

3. The laboratory services which 
doctors use, have according to most 


experts been greatly over used. Doing 


15 tests where five wil. do, is common. 
The only benefactor being the 
laboratory. Deals between laboratories 
and doctors have been uncovered 
which have cost tax payers millions of 
dollars. In order ‘to have enough 
money to-maintain an efficient health 
vare service, laboratory costs must be 
reduced. : 

4. Our OHIP fees pay 4 small 
percentage of health care costs 
(approximately 25 per cent). The rest 
of the money comes out of general 
revenue. Much of the OHIP fees 
revenue is spent on administering the 
collection of fees. This is inefficiency 
and does nothing to aid health care. 
Ontario is one of only three provinces 
which still collect OHIP fees, the rest 
pay for it out of general revenue and 
yet the Ontario system is the most 
expensive in Canada. The more we 
save -on health care, the more 
efficient, less expensive, and better 
health care we can)maintain. . 

5. Nurse training should be returned 
to the hospitals where their appren- 
ticeship program can help to alleviate 
health costs. This would also reduce 
community college costs at the same 
time. It makes no sense to set up nurse 
training that costs extra money and 
then to reduce the number of nurses 
because we don’t have the money to 
pay them. 

All of these cost saving plans have 
already been recommended to the 
Ontario government by their own, and 
other medical commission. For some 
obscure reason, Davis has decided to 


ignore these expensive surveys which

_Mrs. Anna Reeves Jarvis, the daughter of 
‘Rev. J.W. and Nancy Reeves, was born 
Sept.30, 1832, in Culpepper County, 
Virginia. During the period her father 
served as minister in Philippi, Virginia, 
now West Virginia, she was married to 
Granville E. Jarvis. later they moved to 
Webster, a village four miles south of 
Grafton, and with the close of the Civil War 


in 1865, they settled in Grafton. 


For the next 20 years, Mrs. Jarvis taught 
in the primary department of the Andrews 
Methodist Episcopal Church. During these 
years she often spoke of the appropriate- . 
ness of a day to honor the mothers of our 
country, both the living and the memory of 
those at rest. ; 

It was this mother who inspired her 
daughter, Anna M. Jarvis, born at 
Webster, West Virginia, May 1, 1864, to 
promote the idea of Mother’s Day. 

Anna received her elementary and 
secondary education in the Grafton public® 
schools and later attended Mary Baldwin 
College in Staunton, Virginia. At the 
conclusion of her studies, she was 

employed by the Grafton Independent 
District Board of Education and taught for 
seven-years in the city schools. 

Her father died in 1902, and the family 
moved to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and 
it was there that her mother died in 1905. 

Two years later, in 1907, Anna invited 
several of her friends to her home in 
- Philadelphia, to spend the second Sunday 

in May commemorating her mother’s 


On this occasion, ‘she announced her plan 
for a national celebration of a day to be 
called Mother's Day. The great merchant 
‘prince of that day, John W. Wannamaker, 
became acquainted with the idea and used 
every effort to encourage its development. 
Early in 1908, Miss Jarvis wrote to L.L. 
Loar, superintendent of Andrews Sunday 
School, and suggested that the church 
celebrate a day in honor df all mothers. The 
idea appealed to him and on May 10, 1908, 
- at 10:00 a.m. the first official Mother’s Day 
Service was held in Andrews Methodist 
Sunday School with 407 present. 
Immediately following, the services were 
continued in the’sanctuary on the second 
floor of the church. and Dr. Harry C. 
Howard delivered the first Mother’s Day 
_ sermon. His text was John 19, verses 
- 26.27, the words of Christ when, on looking 
down from the cross, he saw his mother 
and beloved disciple. His words were: 
‘Woman, behold thy Son’, and to the 
disciple, ‘‘Behold thy Mother’’. 
To this first service Miss Jarvis sent 500

The first Mother’s Day proclamation was 
issued by Governor William E. Glasscock ' 
of West Virginia on April 26, 1910. Prior to 
any national legislative action, Judge Ira E. 
Robinson of Andrews Church and a 
delegate to the General Methodist 
Conference which convened in Minneapol- 
is, Minnesota, in 1912, introduced a 
resolution requesting the conference to 


- recognize Anna Jarvis, as the founder of 


Mother's Day, and that the second Sunday 


- in May be the day observed each year. 


Early in May, 1914, at the request of Miss 
Jarvis, representative Robert Heflin of 
Alabama and Senator Thomas Shepherd of 
Texas introduced a joint resolution naming 
the second Sunday in May Mother’s:Day . 
The resolution passed both houses /of 
Congress, was approved by President 
Woodrow Wilson and proclaimed by 
Secretary of State William Jennings Bryan. 


‘In the President’s proclamation which 
followed, he ordered that the flag be 
displayed on all government buildings in 
the United States and in all foreign 
possessions on the second Sunday in May. 


It was ‘not long after this church and 
congressional recognition that the move- 
ment was celebrated in every civilized 
country in the world and the dream had at 
last become a reality. 


Anna Jarvis died in Philadelphia and was 
buried in that city’s West Laurel Hill 
Cemetery on November 24, 1948. f 


Each May a service is held in Grafton on 
Mother’s Day, usually in the afternoon, 
with outstandirfg speakers from all over the 
nation. The oldest and youngest mother 
present are honored. 


A committee of interested citizens, 
known as the International Mother’s Day 
Shrine Committee, works constantly to 
preserve and maintain the historic church, 
which became an incorporated shrine upon 
the unification of three Methodist 
churches; the Andrews, St. Paul’s and 
West Main Street, into one and the 
erection of a new and larger church north 
of the city.

Each year a spring drive for maintenance 
funds finds the committee sponsoring the 
sale of Mother’s Day greetings similar to 
the mailing of Christmas cards from Santa 
Claus, Indiana. For a contribution of one 
dollar or more, a Mother’s Day card, with 
the sender’s personal message, will be 
sent any place in the world.

Salaries may 
have increase 


Village council may increase their salaries 
from the 1975 levels. Provisions were made 
in the 1976 budget to allow possible 
increases from the $2,200 actual in 1975 to 
$5,000 for this year. 

Presently the salaries are based upon the 
number of meetings the councillors and the 
reeve attend, said Tom Burnside, village 
clerk-treasurer. This usually results in $500 
for a councillor and about $100 more for the 
reeve each year, he said. 

Reports were tabled in the last. council 
meeting May 3, by Mr. Burnside. He 
reported the salary levels in three other 
county municipalities. 

Council requested that the salary levels of 
the other councils not be disclosed. Ht is the 
responsibility of the individual coun i] 
concerned to release that information

council mecting. 


commercial. The total for separate school 
supporters will be 30.50 mills and 34.85 
mills commercial for this year. 

Last year the mill rate for separate school 
supporters was 28.57 residential and 32.83 
mills commercial. 

The breakdown of figures for 1976 
residential are: public school rate, 7.88; 
high school rate, 7.26; general rate 12.97; 
county rate, 1.72, for a total of 29.83 mills. 
There will not be a water and sewer. mill 
rate because of a surplus from 1975. This 
was created when the provincial govern- 
ment gave a grant of $40,014 , April 14, 
1976, for water and sewer construction 
done last year. 

The total revenue to be raised this year is 
$312,492 of which $208,334 will be raised 
through taxation revenue. There is $5,750 
from grants in lieu, and provincial 
government grants totalling $38,543. 

Through dog and lottery licenses, council 
estimates to raise $250, while apartment 
arid hall rentals is expected to bring $1,200 
to the village budget. 

Using last year’s figure of $3,749 on 
interest. and tax penalities, council 
estimated a $4,000 figure in this category. 

County roads will give a rebate of $4,365 
council budgeted. 

There is an expenditure recovery for fire 
of $3,800 and $6,250 recovery in sanitation. 

The difference. between revenue from 
1975 and 1976 is $8,863. 

Expenditures for 1976 include $40,350 for 
General government, $12,000 for fire 
protection; $38,600 for roadway contribu 
tion: $49,803 for secondary education; and 
$58,873 for public school. The only other 
expenditure over $10,000 will be garbage 
collection, 321,000; recreation committee 
$25,000; and county $30,824

~ you’ are ‘that you and I have hi 


considerable correspondence since July 
1975 on: this matter of Hastings County 
Board of Education finances, and in my 
view, this is a very important letter. 

Mr. Runacres, at Hastings County 
Council session, March 30-31, Hastings 
County Board of Education finances were 
given a lot of discussion, both in Council 
Chambers. On Wednesday, March 31 in

Council session 21 members (by recorded 
vote) voted to pay an increase of eight per 
cent only above our 1975 Hastings County 
Board of Education requisitions, in 1976. 
Mr. Cecil Woods, Reeve of Madoc 
Township was in Kingston Hospital on 
March 31, so could not vote but in talking 
to him since then on this matter he told me 
he would have voted with the 21 Reeves 
had he been there which will make 22 in 
favor of holding this runaway education 
expenditure to no more than eight per cent 
above 1975. 

Your 1976 Hastings County Board of 
Education requisition for payment of your 
expenditures is an increase over 1975, very 
close to 30 per cent -for Wollaston 
Township. From information I have 
gathered from talking to the Reeves of

this percentage varies greatly, some as 
high as 50 per cent increase over 1975, and 
no reasons given apparently. This is the 
reason I believe that all Reeves and 
Councils returned your requisition when 
you sent it out the first time - the increase 
over 1975 was too high. It is the reason my 
Council is returning your requisition for the 
second time, because it is over $18,000 
higher than our 1975 Hastings County 
Board of Education expenses. 

Wollaston Township Board of Education 
costs in 1975 were $62,705, eight per cent 
over this amount is $5,016 making a total of 
$67,724. This is the total amount we will 
pay you in 1976. We will pay you half this 
amount - $33,862 in June of this year, 
one-quarter - $16,931 September 30, the 
final quarter - $16,931 December 15, 1976, 


for this total amount. It is my belief all 22 
Reeves and Councils will do likewise. 
There must be a halt to this unjustified and 
unearned increase of‘ expenditure in 
Education costs now. If this is not done 
what does 1977-78 and the years ahead 
hold in store for the taxpayer? Especially in 
thinly populated, low salaried rural 
municipalities in Hastings County and 
many other municipalities outside Hast- 
ings. County. This should be a provincial 
undertaking, not just Hastings County. 
There are only two sources of revenue for 
Hastings County Board of Education: The 
Ontario Government and the municipal 
taxpayer. The Ontario gov't. apparently 
can decide how much money they provide 
Hastings County Board of ‘Education 
operation; yet the Ontario Government 
may try to force the municipalities to pay 
the portion they didn’t pay. This clearly is a 
case of ‘‘conflict of interest’’. It is also 
discriminatory and unfair.

The Toronto Sun, like Le Devoir, gets the 
federal ads denied to Le Jour.

Of course, it is 
not openly dedicated to the eventual 
independence of Quebec.

For. the 
last two decades, an increase in the amount 
of phosphorus being emitted to the lake 
has contributed to an enriched aquatic 
environment and increased the dtnsity of 
plant growth. This has created a problem 
for the corresponding increase in power 


- poating and sports fishing. 


Some methods of reducing or eliminating 
this plant growth would severely alter the 
environment of the lakes. According to Dr. 
Tom Brydges, head of the Ministry’s 
limnology and toxicity unit, ‘Virtually 
every species-of plant has some beneficial 
purpose. If we apply chemicals to a large 
percentage of acreage in a given lake we 
risk the destruction of too many fish food 
organisms, fish kills due to oxygen loss,

City people are well aware of labor costs. These keep in- 
creasing at alarming rates and farmers must pay higher 
salaries to get qualified help. No where is good manage- 
ment more necessary than in the dairy business. 

An increasingly important element in production costs 
is that of repairs and servicing. An item that cost $10 only 
four or five years ago is now priced at $50 in some cases. 

Is the dairy farmer supposed to absorb ail these in- 
creases without a whimper? Eugene Whelan tried for 
weeks to get a better deal for farmers through the Cabi- 
net but he was unsuccessful ‘and dairy farmers are 
stuck with it. / . 

They have been warned not to increase production. In 
fact, they've been told to cut back on production by as much 
as 20 per cent. In effect, if they do what they have been 
told, they will be spending more money this year to pro- 
duce milk but making much less in the long run. 

Mrs. Plumptre was right. 

The dairy business is in a mess because farmers, given 
the incentive a year ago to produce more, accepted the 
challenge and now find themselves sucking the hind teat. 

It’s too bad, in a world where two-thirds of the popu- 
lation goes to bed hungry every night, that Canadian far- 
mers are penalized for over producing. 

But that’s the way the milk pail spills.

season. 

Last year more than 11 million people 


visited our provincial parks including gp 


almost’ 2: million campers and the 
increasing demands by millions of people 
for quality outdoor recreation will probably 
1976 visitations beyond these figures. 
Since the end of the park season last 
September, Ontario’s Provincial Parks 
were generally open. for day use and 
camping on a no charge basis and the 


noticeable trend to year-round use of these’ 


recreational facilities may help ease the 
problem of July-August overcrowding. 


- As of the official May opening park fees 
will remain the same as last season - $1.50 
for a daily'vehicle permit, and $3.50°for a 
campsite permit. : 


Although widespread cutbacks in provin- 


cial spending have limited expansion and 
mprovement in many government ser- 
vices, visitors to Ontario’s Provincial Pirks 
will only be affected by two minor cost 
saving policies. ‘Across yirtually all of 
Ontario the beach patrol program has come 
“under close scutiny and will very probably 
be discontinued. In light of this policy 


parents are asked to accept increased 


“ ~ responsibility for their children’s safety on 


the beach areas. A second measure 
pertains to the staggered operating dates 


of the various campgrounds in some of the 
more extensive parks. The use of selected 
camping areas will be re-scheduled as past 
experience indicates that not all available 
sites are required until the July-August 
period of peak user demand. In addition 
this rescheduling will give last season's 
overused campsites an opportunity to 
regenerate. eee 


| __ At Sharbot Lake Provincial Park, midway 
| between Peterborough and Ottawa on 
| Highway 7, 191 campsites satisfy a variety 
of user preferences. Due to the water 
orientation of Sharbot Lake Park and the 
presence of an additional 100 lakes within a 
_ 10 mile radius swimming, fishing, boating, 
canoeing and water skiing constitute major 
recreational activities in and around the 
park. Fishing is a particularly popular 
pursuit! ol . 


- Black Lake produces warm water species 

such as bass, pike and panfish while the 
eastern portion of Sharbot Lake also 
supports these species as well as pickerel. 


West Sharbot Lake is primarily a deep, 
cold water lake where 15 pound lake trout 
are not uncommon. 


Eastern Ontario's largest provincial park - 
Bon Echo - provides such a diversity of 
natural features and recreational facilties 
that it attracts almost every type of outdoor 
enthusiast. This park is located on both 
sides of Highway 41, 19 miles north of the 

village of Kaladar. Bon Echo is a Natural 


Environment Park which protects 16,417 
acres of picturesque shield terrain, 10 
_major lakes, and numerous other smaller 
water bodies for recreation, conservation 
and education. Again camping. picknick- 
ing. conocing, boating, swimming, fishing, 
hiking, nature study or just plain lazing are 
the main attractions. 


At Bon Echo only a portion of the 400 car 
camping sites in the park’s core near 
Mazinaw lake will be made available to 
campers on the May opening. The 
remaining sites will be allowed to 
regenerate until mid-June when increased 
demand will necessitate their opening. In 
the interior of the park the late June 
opening of the Hardwood Hill Campground 
will provide a progressively more natural 
outdoor experience by making available 
100 low intensity walk in tent sites. By July 
even further diversity will be provided by 


the initial use of 25 boat-in tent sites on 
Joeperry Lake and the Essens and Abes 
Lake Overnight Hiking Trail which features 
5 pack-in tent sites.

For the MRCA, the Experience ‘76 
program begins May 25. Students will 
work throughout the summer of various 
development and maintenance projects for 
the MRCA. In addition, a crew will be at 
the disposal of the 16-member municipali- 
ties in the MRCA’s watershed for work 
assignments. 

The increase in hirings under Experience 
'76 apparently reflects provincial govern- 
ment efforts to place as many students as 
possible in public-funded summer jobs, 
Mr. Johnston indicated. 

But that objective also has to be worked in 
with current restraints in government- 
spending - which meant no financial 


- allocations. 


This will mean slightly lower wage rates 
for the program this summer - a drop of 
about five cents per hour, he said.

Stewart Hayter is a former handicapped 
student’ who can well appreciate the needs 
of present students trying to compete in 
the secondary school program. He says he

The Audio Library Program, unique in the 
English language universities of Ontario, 
provides a systematic, prompt response to 
requests for non-print, academic mateial. 
As each request is received, the book's 
availability is checked in- Trent's. own 
growing library of taped texts and in 
catalogues of material available elsewhere. 
If the book is not obtainable, the Trent 
Audio Library will arrange taping of the 
text by its staff of volunteer and 
professional readers. These tapes become 
masters from which duplictes are made 
and forwarded to students upon request. 
The program began with a grant from the 
Ontario Ministry of Colleges and Universit- 
ies and has continued with provincial 
support, grants from the federal govern- 
ment, plus private funding. It is growing as 
quickly as possible but still needs 
assistance, both in terms of financial 
support and volunteer readers.

From the time the leaves begin to appear 
on roses, home gardeners should start a 
regular spraying or dusting program. R.A. 
Fleming, a horticultural specialist with the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food, 
says that such a program is the only way 
to combat black spot and powdery mildew, 
two of the most common rose fungus 
diseases. 

“Preparations are available. through 
garden supply centers that will give a good 
deal of protection if applied according to 
the manufacturer's directions. Proper use 
of rose sprays or dusting mixtures that 
contain fungicides during May and June is 
particularly important to prevent black spot 
infection,." he says. 

He recommends captan or Benlate as 
excellent fungicides, either alone or in rose 
sprays or dusts. Dusting or spraying 
should be done either in the early morning 
or in the evening, when the air ts quict. 
Best results are obtained if a. protective 

film of spray or dust is present on the 
foliage when it is moist from rain or dew,

is very susceptible to apple scab and in wet 
years unsightly and disfugured fruit is very 
plentiful. One of the best cooking apples, 
ripening a week later the McIntosh, is 
Rhode Island Greening. The popularity of 
the delicious vatiety is evidenced by a large 
increase in the commercial plantings of 
‘both Red and Golden sports.

Keith Fowler is just such an individual. 
He | esti country music shows headed 
by Conway Twitty and Loretta Lynn and he 
owns a drag racer. The name of both his 
shows and his super modified car is 
~ Country Shindig. . 

“Eighty per cent of those that come to 
drag racing, come to my shows,” Fowler 
said. ‘They may not be brothers, but they 
are first cousins.’ 

While drag racing and country music may 
‘be first cousins, stock car racing and the 
early rock-and-roll sounds of Fats Domino 
and Bo Didley aren't even close to being 
related. 


Yet the path that led Fowler into owning a 
drag racer that competes on the Winston 
Challenge International Hot Rod Associa- 
tion circuit and promoting country music 
began with his purchasing a car for Bobby 
‘Myers, one of the early stars of NASCAR 
racing, and running ‘‘sock hops’’ at Cook’s 
Tobacco Warehouse in Winston-Salem. 

‘I never drove,”” said Fowler, ‘‘but I've 
always loved racing. And that’s why I got 


involved through owning a car that Bobby _ 


drove at the stadium (Bowman-Gray in 
Winston-Salem). 

‘* As far as the music thing, I used to have 
what they called in 1957-58, sock hops. You 
got in for a $1 a head.”’ 

By the mid-1950's, Fowler had stopped 
backing Myers. But he had gotten hooked 
on the sport. ‘‘It gets in your blood,”’ he 


said. *‘And.1 love anything that is a> 


challenge.” 

And that’s why he decided to put together 
a country music program in 1960 when this 
type of music hadn't gained the national 
acclaim it has in the last decade. Last year 
he put.on 125 shows. 

Robbie Fowler, Keith's oldest son, is the

Ontario recorded its first 1976 two 
fatalities caused by more than one person 
riding on a bicycle when a child lost control 
of his bike while carrying a friend on the 
crossbar. 

Last year, 56 individuals were killed in 
accidents involving bicycles and a further 
3,720 were injured. These figures indicate 
afi increase of 24 per cent in the number of 
deaths and seven per cent in the number of 
injuries from 1974. 

The Highway Traffic Act of Ontario 


stipulates that it is a punishable offence to 
carry another person on a bicyle designed 
for carrying one person only. 

Minister of Transportation and Commun- 
ications James Snow urges all parents to 
ensure that their children are aware of the 
danger of ‘riding double.”’ 

‘I'm also asking all parents to remind 
their youngsters to obey the rules of the 
road,"’ said Mr. Snow. *’Please remember 
- tragedies such as that which happened 
recently don't have to happen.”

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Last week’s column against the use of guns and words 
in support of more stringent controls hit the jackpot. 

A couple of’ years ago, a column, about bluebirds, 
would you believe, stirred up considerable interest. 
This year, the gun control column brought more letters 
even than the bluebirds. 

Almost every letter was against my stand on guns. 
1 said I didn’t like them and welcomed legislation that 
would restrict their use. That's what caused the manure 
to hit the fan. 3 

It never ceases to amaze me, even after more than 20 
years spent talking to people as a journalist what stirs 
people into taking action. When the provincial govern- 
ment introduced laws demanding the use of seat belts, 
the plan, said most poll experts, brought more action 
from people than the federal government's vote on the 
death penalty. 

I suppose capital punishment and abortion along with 
the mandatory use of seat belts and gun control are the 
four topics guaranteed to arouse people emotionally 
‘these days. 

I was aware that many people felt strongly about gun 
controls but I didn't think the comments on my stand 
would be so vitriolic, so full of venom! I was called 
everything but a gentleman in a couple of letters. 

This column is carried in about 15 weekly papers from 
Marmora and Madoc in the east to Dresden, Goderich 
and Kincardine in the west. I think I received at least 
one letter from almost every area east and west and 
in between. Only one letter contained ‘cheers for the 
stand taken for more stringent gun laws. All the rest were 
against. 

In the original column, | suggested a good many farm- 
ers would not favor stficter laws because varmints 
and rodents as well as wolves and wild dogs can cause 
great amounts of damage areund a farm. 

“You have never: been a farmer or you wouldn't favor 
strict licensing of guns,” said one letter. “You've ob- 
viously never broken an axle on an $8,000 machine right 
in the middle of harvesting because an industrious ground- 
hog dug holes in{ your fields. Then, the machine sits 


idle just when the weather is right and you have to wait 
10 days for the parts!”’ 

Another: ‘‘It's.cry-babies and do-gooders like you who 
will ruin this nation! We fought for our rights, many 
times with guns, and we intend to keep on fighting for 
them.” ) 

From Stratford: ‘‘Poppycock! All that needs to be 
done is to teach young people the proper use of guns.” 

From Walkerton: “You ought to be ashamed of your- 
self! You call yourself a farm writer? Every farmer 
needs a gun or two around the house, Mr. Trotter. You 
have never walked into a field of sheep and found a dozen 
of them wantonly killed, their throats slit for the joy of 
killing. Or simply run until they died of fright and ex- 
haustion!”

Or this one from Englehart (wherever that is): “It is

not your democratic right to own a gun. It is your democrat- — : 


ic duty: Canada might have been born at the negotiation 
table but it has been maintained as a democracy by a 
gun ...People want violence. They live for violence. 
They demand violence in our sports, even into the kids’ 
games. Watch a hockey game. The biggest cheers come 
when blood is drawn. . 

“Violence does not breed violence; greed breeds vio- 
lence. And the greedier one becomes, the more violent 
he will be to satisfy that greed. And he will lose all 
respect for the rights and welfare of those he takes 
from. People are becoming greedier by the day. And this 
lack of respect to satisfy one’s greed makes self-defence 
more demanding. 

‘As long as I have access to a firearm, I cannot be 
dictated to against my will. I am also able to defend or 
protect. that which is mine against any aggressive or 
mob force. God help us if we ever come to that stage! * 

There were more but I’m sure you get the idea. 

Those who love guns are certainly good letter writers. 
I hope they are more careful with their guns than they 
are about what they write. If they aren't, then it is no 
mystery why so many “accidents” happen with fire- 
arms.

“According to the horticulturist, success 
with window boxes and planters depends 
largely on the soil in which the plants are to 
grow. A good, fertile, well-drained soil is 
the first essential, but the soil must also be 
able to retain moisture without becoming 
soggy. Mr. Fleming suggests that a good 
garden loam, mixed with equal parts of 
coarse sand and peat moss, leaf mold or 
well-rotted manure, makes an excellent 
soil for these containers. 

Because the plants cannot draw water of 
nutrients from the soil, plants in containers 
must be watered -regulatly, particularly 

during dry periods. There should be 

several good-sized drainage holes in the 
containers to aid in rapid drainage of 
excess moisture from heavy rains or 
overwatering. An application of a liquid 
fertilizer every two weeks will help keep 
plantings healthy and vigorous.
